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COMMISSION STAFF INFORMATION REQUEST

Pursuant to Administrative Regulation 807 KAR 5:001, Commission Staff
requests that The Union Light, Heat and Power Company (“ULH&P”) file the original
and 5 copies of the following information with the Commission by December 15, 2000,
with a copy to all parties of record. Each copy of the information requested should be
placed in a bound volume with each item tabbed. When a number of sheets are
required for an item, each sheet should be appropriately indexed, for example, Iltem
1(a), Sheet 2 of 6. Include with each response the name of the witness who will be
responsible for responding to questions relating to the information provided. Careful
attention should be given to copied material to ensure its legibility.

1. Shown on the last page of Mr. Rottinghaus’s testimony is the difference
between the two refund methodologies for residential customers. Provide this same
information for commercial and industrial customers.

2. Mr. Rottinghaus states that the refund method proposed by ULH&P will

get the refund to the customers “in a more timely manner.” Provide an estimate of the



time required to implement the refund as proposed by ULH&P compared to the time to

implement the refund as proposed by the AG.
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
